VITAL ISSUE IN RUTH REYNOLDS CASE 


| AMERICAN pacifists have appealed for $1,400 dollars lo pay the costs | 


of an appeal by Ruth Reynolds 
jher support for the independence of 
Poerto Rico. 


The vase, says the Ruth  Leynolds’ 
Defence Committee, raises the question of 
whether government by the people shall 
perish from the USA. 

Until she came to New York in 1941, 
Ruth Reynolds, like most Americans, knew 
nothing about Puerto Rieo except that it is 
an ishind in the Caribbean Sea acquired by 


the United States as a result of the Span- 
ish American War, 

Then, with other pacifists in. Tlarleni she 
began to do social work in the Puerto Rican 
neighbourhood in’ New York, and te learn 


something of how Puerto Rico has fared 
under American rule. 
What she dearned shocked her into a 


determination to remedy it. 


With others she helped ta form, in 19-46, 
the Americun League for Puerto Rico's 
Independence and became its Secretary. 

In 1018 she was sent to Puerto Rico by 
that organization to investigate the Univer- 
sity crisis, when students acting without 
violence were uubbed to unconsciousness 
by police in the streets of Rio Piedras, 
when they were demonstrating’ peacefully 
for the independence of their country. 

During the months that followed she 
became increasingly eoncerncd over {he con- 
fliet that seemed inevitable between the 
Government and the Nationalist Party of 
Puerto Rico which advocated non-co-opera- 
tion with the Government, and which, 
while it seemed unlikely to initiate violence, 
also seemed unlikely not to answer violence 
with violence, 


Three policemen disagree 


Believing that her duty was to call this 
situation to the attention of her fellaw- 
Americans, so. that) they might demand 
that theiy Government free Puerta Rico 
without violence, she threw herself into the 
preparation of a hook that might help to

Like other political prisoners, Ruth 
Reynolds waited two months after her 


arresL—at 3S a.m. on November 2, 1950— 
hefore benws told what she was aecused of. 

One charyye—that of ridingy hame in a 
car on October 26 far the purpose of parti- 
cipauing ino the revolution on October g0- 
was so ridiculous that she was exonerated 
of ital her trial ten qonths later. 

The other charge for whieh she is con- 
vicled and sentenced lo from twa to six 
years—is that she went to a meeting, and 
there took an oath to give life and property 
for the independence of Pucrie Rico. 

Ruth Reynolds did go to the meeting | 
the annual Assembly of the Nationalist 
Party of Puerta Rieo—ten months betore 
the revolt, She denies that she touk the 
oath, and the three policemen who testified 
that they saw her take tt cannot agree on 
where she was when she allepedly took it. 

She went to the mecting: because she he- 
lieved that, as Seeretary of the American 
Leapue for Puerto Rico’s Independence, she 
should know first hand--and not merely 
fron) reports of either the Nationalists or 
their enemies—how they conduct their 
business, Witnesses testify that almost all 
of the five hundred people present took the 
oath in question; yet only Ruth Reynolds, 
who did not take it, was aecused, tried, and 
sentenced for taking: it. 


Why she was gaoled 


The U.S. Government in Puerto Rico 
knew that Ruth Reynolds was a pacifist, 
and a member of the Fellowship of Reeon- 
ciliation and of the War Resisters League. 
They knew that she opposed the use of 
vidlence in the struggle for Puerta Rico's 
freedom, just as she opposed it in the 
struggle for racial justice im the United 
States, and just as she opposed the Second 
World War and the Korean action, Yet 
she was sentenced ta from two to six years 
at hard labour for allegedly having taken 
an oath to give life and property tor the 
independence of Puerto Rico. 

The Government wanted to keep her, as 
well us the Nationalist Party, quiet during 
the penod when the new Constitution was 
being drafted and promulgated—-the Con- 
stitution which, as the Congressional Com- 
mittee that recommended it said, does “nat 
change Puerta Rieo’s fundamental political, 
social, and economle relationship to the 
United States.” 

The Government decided to prevent the 
publication of Ruth Reynolds’ book, and 
to prevent the American people trom 
hearing what she had to say about the 
Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico, about 
the Revolution, and about the Constitu- 
tion, When she was sentenced, the 
American people were sentenced — to 
ignorance of her point of view. 

The Ruth Hegnalls Defence Cammittee 
does nob enter into the question of Puerto 
Rico's political status. ft merely aflirme 
Ruth Reynolds’ right, as an American 
citizen, to investigate what is done under 
the American flag, and to work for what 
she believes in, 

It defends the right of the American 
people to hear all points of view at all 
times, rather than having governmental 
opposition placed behind bars at the 
povernnient’s convenience,

“Wo naturally tend to look at the world 
with different eyes from the people of the 
West,” he  osaid. “Our background is 
different, our history is different, and our 
couneetion with Chinuw has net only been of 
longer standing, but it hag also been more 
oniformly friendly over a thousand years.

The slippery slope of compromise 
——-Kingsley Martin 


Kingsley Martin, Editor of the New 
Statesman, commenced his speech 
by recalling the steps Britain had taken 
down the slippery slope of compromise, 

We had protested aaingst American 
action in Formosa, we had protested 
upaingt the advance of MacArthur, we had 
reluctantly accepted tha lamentable reso 
luiion branding China as an agrgressor, and 
we had compromised at the Trace talks 
themselves. 

Speaking of these talks Kingsley Martin 
pointed out that China had very litte 
motive for wishing for a Korean Trace: we 
had not offered her a settlement to follaw, 
and jf American troops were moved to 
Formosa the war so far as she was eon- 
cerned might not be over, 

Ife felt there were three things we should 
do: : 

1, We should make it qain that we 

would not hack Chiang Kal-khek in 

raids on the mainland ner enter any 
war for his reinstatement; 

% We should declare that Forniosa he- 
longed to the rightful povernmeni, of

Obituary 


HARRISON BARROW 


PPE lite of Harrison Barrow, who died 

at 84 on February 14, was marked 
outstandingly by his work for his city on 
the Birmingham City Couneil and by his 
Witness for pacifism. Sometimes the two 
clashed, and then the pacifism: was upper- 
niost, 

He was first engaged in active opposit-an 
to war during the South African war. tHe 
Was on the platform of the Bionneham 
Town Thall meeting addressed by Lloyd 
George, which resulted in a riotous attack 
by the crowd. 

lis attitude to the South African was, 
lost him his seat on the Coancil, but he was 
cleeted to it again two years later, “~~ ..- 

World War |} was next to interruptus. 
work tor his city, In [td he was Mayor- 
designate, His attitude to the War Pra. 
vented him from assuminge that office, 

Later in the war he was sentenced to 
six months imprisonment for his part in 
the publication of a pamphlet, “A Chal- 
lenge to Militarisin,” He was deprived of 
all his municipal offices, and his name was 
removed from the City’s Conmission. of 
the Peace, 

After the war, however, he resumed his 
seat on the Couneil, did a great deal of 
valuahle work for Birmingham, and in 
1949 was made a Freeman of the City. 

Daring the first work! war he worked 
hard for conscientious objectors, and it was 
his upposition to conscription and his sup- 
port of CO's in prison which Jed to the 
publication of the pamphlet which breucht. 
him oa prison sentence with Milith M. Ellis 
nud Arthur Watts. 

During the concluding years of his life 
he aeled as Treasurer of the No Conserip- 
tion Council, J.A.S.
